On November 2, 2002, President Bush signed the 21st Century Department of Justice 
Appropriations Authorization Act (H.R. 2215) (Pub. L. 107-273, 116 Stat. 1758 (2002)), 
which further amended 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), as revised by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIP A) (Pub. L. 106-113, 113 Stat. 1501 (1999)). The revised 
provisions in 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) affe completely retroactive and effective immediately for 
all applications teiiig examined or patents being reexamined. Until all of the Office's 
automated systems are updated to reflect the revised statute, citation to the revised statute 
in Office actions is provided by this attachment. This attachment also substitutes for any 
citation of the text of 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), if made, in the attached Office action.

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

CLAIMS 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

a. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application 
as the application being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 
2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this 
application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the 
AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1 , 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Konomi (US 4588867). 
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Regarding claim 1, Konomi shows: 
A case (15, 6); 

An electroacoustic transducer (9); 
A sound discharging nozzle (6c); and 
An upper chamber (in 6). 

Regarding claim 3, Konomi shows: 

A first case (2, 4, 5) having an opening (2c); 

A sound producing device (see 6, 9, 15); 

A second case (6, 15); 

An electroacoustic transducer (9); 

A sound discharging nozzle (6c); 

An upper chamber (in 6). 

the sound discharging nozzle (6c) is in the opening (2c). 
Regarding claims 4-5, Konomi shows: 

The first case comprises an upper and lower case (see 2, 4, 5), a recess (for 15), the 

opening (2c); and 

A cylindrical cushion (7). 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kobayashi et al. (US 6061459). 
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Regarding claim 1, Kobayashi shows: 
A case (12); 

An electroacoustic transducer (col. 1 , lines 8-12); 
A sound discharging nozzle (19); and 
An upper chamber (between 12a-12b). 

Regarding claim 2, Kobayashi shows a substrate (14). 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kobayashi in view of Konomi (US 4588867). 

Regarding claim 3, Kobayashi shows: 
A first case (1 3) having an opening (1 6); 
A sound producing device (fig. 6); 
A second case (12); 

An electroacoustic transducer (col. 1, lines 8-12); 

A sound discharging nozzle (19); 

An upper chamber (between 12a-12b). 
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Kobayashi differs from the claimed invention in that the sound discharging nozzle is 
facing against, but not inserted in the opening. 

However, Konomi teaches providing a sound discharging nozzle (i.e. 6c) which is 
inserted in the opening (2c) of the case. 

Hence, it would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to modify Kobayashi by 
providing the nozzle in the opening as taught by Konomi, this simply can be considered 
as an variation of Kobayashi because the basic concept of providing the nozzle and its 
sound delivering function is substantially unchanged whether the nozzle is in the 
opening or faced against the opening. 



Regarding claims 4-5, the combination of Kobayashi and Konomi shows: 

The first case comprises an upper and lower case (see 13 in Kobayashi), a recess (for 

12), the opening (16); and 

A cylindrical cushion (7 in Konomi).
